LAKE SUCCESS.—Warren Aus- 
tin, American delegate to the Se- 
curity Council, made a bid to the 
United Nations Friday to help the 
U.S. keep Formosa from falling into 
the hands of the Chinese People’s 
Government. 

Austin made his bid the day 
after Chinese foreign minister Chou 
En Lai cabled the Security Council 
that China intended to “liberate 
from the tentacles of the U.S. ag- 
gressor Taiwan (Formosa) and all 
other territories belonging to 
China.” 

Austin, in a letter to Secretary 
General Trygvie Lie, asserted the 
U.S.. was merely engaged in an 
“impartial neutralizing action .. .
